Here at the death of our late Soueraigne Lord, King £dwerd the fixt, there 
remained one vniſorme order of Common Sernice and Prayer, and of the Ad- 
miniſtration of Sacraments, Rites, and Ceremonies in the Church of Eng» 
land, which was ſet foorth in one Booke, intitu led, The Booke of Common 

Prayer, and Adminiftratien of Sacraments, and other Rites and Ceremonies 

in the Church of England, authoriſed by Ad of Parliament, holden in the fiſth and ſixth 
of our ſaid late Soucraigne Lord, — ——_ the fixth , intituled, An Ad for the 
yniſormitie of Common 72 adminiftration of the Sacraments : the which was te- 

pealed and taken away by At of Parliament, in the firſt yeere of the reigne of our late S- 

azeraigne Lady, Qgeene Mary, to the great decay of the due honour of God , and diſcom- 

1er to the Proſefſors of the truth of Chrifts Religion,

q A Proclamation for the Authorizing an vnifor- 
mitie of the Booke of Common Prayer to be vſed 
throughout the Realme. 


Mchough it cannot be vnknowne te Our Subics by the former Declarati- 

ons we haue publiſhed, what our purpoſes and proceedings haue beene in 

matters of Religion ſince Our comming to this Crowne? Yet the ſame 

being now by Vs reduced to a ſetled forme, We haue occafion to repeat 

ſomewhat of that which hath paſſed 2: And how at Our very firſt entry in» 

me, being entertained and importuned with informations of ſundry Mini- 

ters, complaining of the errours ard imperfecti ons of che Church here, aſwell in mat» 
ter of Doctrine as of Diſcipline : Although We had no reaſon to preſume that things 
were ſo far amiſſe, as was pretended, becauſe We had ſeene the Kingdome vnder that 


forme of Religion which by Law was eſtabliſhed in the dayes of the late Queene of fi- 

mons memory, blefſed with a peace and proſperity,both extraordinary and of many 

yeeres continuance (a ſtrong euidence that God was therewith well pleaſed ) Vet be- 

cauſe the mol the complainers was great, their affirmations vehement, and 
er 


the zeale ewith the ſame did ſeeme te be accompanied, very ſpecious: We were 
moued thereby to make it Our occaſion todiſcharge that duety which is the chiefeſſ 
of all Kingly dueties, that is, to ſettle the affaires of Religion, and the ſernice of God 
before their owne. Which while We were in hand to do, as the comagion of the fick- 
neſſe reigning in Our city ot London and other places, weuld permit an afſembly of 
perſons meet for that purpoſe ; Some of thoſe who miſſliked the ſtate of Religion here 
eſtabliſhed, preſuming more of Onr intents then ever We gaue them cauſe to doe, and 
tranſported with humour, began ſuch proceedings, as did rather raiſe a ſcandall in the 
Church, then take offence away. For both they vſed formes of publique ſeruing of 
God not here allowed, held aſſemblies without Authority, and did other things carry- 
ing a very apparant ſhew of ſedition, more then of zeale : whom We reſtrained bya 
former Proc on in the moneth of October laſt, and gaue intimation of the confer- 
ence We intended to be had with as much ſpeed as conneniently could be, for the or- 
dering of thoſe things of the Church, which accordingly followed in the moneth of 
Former) laſt at Our Honour of Hampton Court,wherein before Our ſelfe, Our Priuy 
Councell were aſſembled many of the graneft Biſhops and Prelates of the Realme, ard 
many other learned men, as well of thoſe that are conformable to the State of the 
Church eſtabliſhed, as of thoſe that diſſented. Among whom what Our paines were, 
what Our patience in hearing and replying : and what the indifferency and vprightnes 
of Our indgement in determining, We leaue to the report of thoſe who heard the 
ſame,contentivg Our ſelfe with the fiucerity of Our one heart therein. Bat We ca- 
not conecale, that the ſucceſſe of that conference was ſuch as happeneth to many other 
things, which mouing great expectation before they be entred into, in their iſſue pro- 
dace ſmall effects. For We found mighty and vehement informations 1 with 
ſo weake and flender proofes. as it appeareth vnto Vs and Our Councell, that there was 
no cauſe why any change ſhould haue beene at all in that which was moſt impog 

the booke of Common Prayer containing the forme of the publique Seruice 
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Wrede.

ne Explanation, to be newly — Which being now done, and eſta liſhed anew 
ter ſo ferious a deliberation, althongh We doubt not, but all Our Subiects both Mi- 
niſters and others, will receive the ſame with ſuch reuerence as appertainerh, and con- 
arme themſelues thereunto every man in that which him concerneth * Yet haue we 
theughe ir neceſſary, to make knowne by Proclamation Our — of the ſame. 
And to require and enioyne all men, aſwell Ecclefiafticall as Temporall, to conforme 
themſelues vnto it, and to the practiſe thereof, as the onely publike forme of ſeruing 
of God, eftabliſhed and allowed to be in this Realme. And the rather, for that all the 
learned men who were there preſent , as well of the Biſhops as others, promiſed their 
conformity in the practiſe of it, only making ſuit to Vs, that ſome few might be borne

Wherefore We require all Archbiſhops, Biſhops, and all other publike Miniſters, 
aſwell Eccleſiaſticall as Ciuill, to do their dueties in caufing the ſame to be obeyed,and 
in puniſhing the offenders according to the Lawes of the Realme heretofore eftabli- 
ſhed,for the authorizing of the ſaid Booke of Common prayer.

And furthermore , notwithſtanding that the ancient Fathers haue dinided the Pfalmes 
into ſeuen portions, whereof euery one was called a Nodtarwe : now of late time a few of 
them haue dayly ſaid, and often repeated, and the reſt vtterlyomittod. 

Moreouer, the number and hardneffe of the rules called the Pye x and the manifold 
changings of th: Serulce, was the can(e,, that to turne the bovke pnely, was ſo hard and 
intricate a matter r there was more bufinefle to e what (hould be 
read;thento teade it when it was found out. Theſe inconveniences therefore confidered, 
here is ſet foorth ſuch an order, whereby the ſame ſhall be redrefſed, And fora readineſſe

Let him that is taught in the Word, mi- 
niſter vnto him chat teacheth in all good 
things. Be not deceiued, God is not mock- 
ed: tor what ſoeuer a man ſoweth, that 
ſhall he reape.

fore God. If any man ſay, I am a grieuom 
finner,and therefore am afraid to come: 
wherefore then doe you not repent and a- 
mend ? when God calleth you, be you not 
aſhamed to ſay, you will dot come? When 
you ſhould returne to God, will you ex- 
cuſe your ſelfe, aud far, That you be not 
ready Conſider earneftlywith your ſelues, 
how little ſuch fained excuſes ſhall anaile 
before God.
